Three of us here examined your ¢oin, | 
Because there were slicht doubts in all of our minds 
concerning it the more ve sutdied it the more we came 
to the conclusion that it was a very fine casting, 
Why there was any hesitation was because the genuine 
coins are often on planchets that had defects in them 
that make one suspicious. Under a good glass we dis= 
covered a number of holes that can only be done by 
‘ensting. The chief? give-away was some holes on the edge 
in one place. The weight is also a little off. Because 
the piece appeared to be double struck is nothing against 
it as mny of the coins struck by hand showed double 
strikinec. In other words, the planchet vibrates while 
being hammered. 7
